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'nr^HIS Manual of prayer for children is founded on the 
-^ same principles which characterize the " Treasury of 
Devotion." It has been anxiously desired to preserve as much 
simplicity in thought and language as is compatible with the 
allowance necessary to be made for the constant advance of a 
child's mind, and the ever widening sphere of a child's con- 
sciousness. The difficulty of meeting such conditions is 
pleaded for any defect on this score which may be found in 
the composition. At the same time it is to be remembered 
that the development of our mental capacities are among the 
profoundest secrets of our nature, and that children apprehend 
ideas far beyond the compass of the language with which they 
are familiar, their consciousness of unseen things anticipating 
in a remarkable manner the explanations given. Forms of 
truth and the ideas of heavenly realities are latent in the 
minds of children preparatory to our teaching, and often hints. 
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and suggestions only seem needed to expand, to illustrate and 
quicken what is already lying dormant within, waiting to be 
elicited by the external aid. 

It will be seen that many of the prayers are left as sugges- 
tions, to be used or not at discretion. The wish has been to 
encourage the exercise of the devotional feelings, and provide 
for variable impulses of religious desire, without attempting to 
impose too large a measure for regular use, and so making devo- 
tion a burden, but rather to leave on the mind the sense of the 
blessedness of the power of making freewill offerings to God. 

A course of catechetical instruction, based through the kind 
permission of the Lord Bishop of Brechin on his " Catechism 
to be learnt before the Church Catechism," forms a material 
part of this manual. It has been felt to be a matter of great 
importance to combine growth in the knowledge of the truth 
with habits of devotion, to teach the prayer of the " Spirit" with 
the prayer of the " understanding also." The rule lex orandi lex 
credendii^ true conversely also; for as the subject-matter of prayer 
is the substance also of faith, so the subject-matter of faith 
forms the material and support of prayer. This principle 
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applies generally to the growth of the inner life in God, and is 
as necessary to be acted upon in the case of children as in 
advancing age, and indeed with the greater care in proportion 
to the consequences in all after life of first impressions. It 
cannot be too strongly felt that no teaching in matured life 
can influence the devotional feelings as habits of thought and 
principles of belief formed in the impressible and affectionate 
heart of childhood. 

In acknowledging the valuable help received from various 
persons in different ways, we especially desire to thank the Lord 
Bishop of Brechin for the use of his Catechism. We desire also 
to thank Mrs. Neale for her kind and ready permission to use 
Dr. Neale's Hymns. We have taken the Hymns at pages 16, 
31, 33, 69, from his Hymns for Children, and the Hymn 
at page 79 from his Christmas Carols. Our thanks are also 
due to Mrs. Alexander for the Hymns at pages 22, 73, from 
Hymns for Little Children ; for two of the Narrative Hymns at 
pages 75, 83; as well as for the Hymn at page 93. The 
Society for Promoting Christian Knowledge has kindly 
placed at our disposal the Hymns at pages 20, 21, 48, from 
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Hymns for the Little Ones; and Mr. Masters those at pages 
7, 8, 1 8, from Hymns for Infant Children. The Hymn at 
page 87, on the subject of the Flight into Egypt, is a transla- 
tion from the Latin, which has been especially made for the 
book. For the pictures, which have been reduced from engrav- 
ings of Fra Angelico, we are specially indebted to the kindness 
of a friend. 

That this work may be pleasing and acceptable to Him Who, 
while hiding the secrets of His love " from the wise and prud- 
ent," reveals them " unto babes," and that blessed by Him, it 
may further the earnest effort so widely prevailing of late years 
to impress the mind of His Church on the first opening intelli- 
gence of His children, is the prayer and hope of the under- 
signed.

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THE Apostles' Creed tells us what we are to believe about 
God the Father Who made us and all the world, about 
God the Son Who redeemed us, that is. Who was bom and died 
to save us, about God the Holy Ghost Who sanctifies us, that 
is, makes us good and holy. God the Father, God the Son, 
and God the Holy Ghost are the Three Persons of the 
Blessed Trinity. The Apostles' Creed tells us this, which is 
what Almighty God tells us in the Bible about Himself, and 
which all His children who desire to love and obey Him must 
surely and fully believe with all their hearts. The Creed has 
twelve parts, each of which is called an Article. 

THJS FIRST ARTICLE. 

^^ I believe in God the Father Almighty, Maker of Heaven 

and earthy 

GOD the Father is the First Person of the Blessed Trinity. 
He sees us and knows all that we think or do or say. 
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He is Almighty, because He can do all things. He is the 
Maker of Heaven and earth, for He made everything. We 
call God Father, because He is the Father of God the Son 
our Lord Jesus Christ, and because through the love of our 
Lord Jesus Christ we too were made His children when we 
were baptized. 

THE SECOND ARTICLE, 

" And in Jesus Christ His only Son our Lord^ 

OUR Lord Jesus Christ, the Second Person of the 
Blessed Trinity, is both God and Man. He is God, 
for He is the Only Begotten Son of God the Father. He is 
Man, for He was bom a Little Baby the first Christmas Day that 
ever was. He is Perfect God, and Equal to God the Father 
in everything. God the Father gave Him the Name of Jesus, 
which means Saviour, before He was born, for He told the 
Angel to tell Joseph that that was to be His Name. The 
Name Christ, which means anointed, is the same as Messiah, 
which is the great Name by which good people hoped for our 
Lord ages before He came. He is our Lord, He shed His 
l)recious Blood upon the Cross to save us, and is now in Heaven 
to listen to our prayers, and to help us when we are tempted to 
do anything wrong, and to give us victory when we strive, and we 
must love Him and obey Him. 
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THE THIRD ARTICLE, 

" Who was conceived by the Hol y Ghost, bom of the Virgin 

Mary'' 

OUR Lord Jesus Christ, the Only Begotten Son of God 
the Father, was made Man by the power of the Holy 
Ghost, and was born in the stable at Bethlehem, and the 
Virgin Mary was His Mother. He is both God and Man. 
This is what we mean when we say that we believe that our 
Lord Jesus Christ was incarnate by the Holy Ghost of the 
Virgin Mar}% and was made Man. 

THE FOURTH ARTICLE. 
^^ Suffered under Pontius Pilate, was crucified, dead and buried'' 

OUR Lord Jesus Christ, when He was about thirty years 
old, began to go about the Holy Land teaching people, 
doing miracles, healing sick people, and the lame and the blind. 
He had no house of His Own, but lived where He could, and 
when He was about thirty-three years old. He gave Himself 
up to the Jews and to Pontius Pilate, the Roman Governor Oi 
Judaea, to suffer a very cruel death in order to save us. He 
was beaten, mocked, spit upon, crowned with a crown of thorns 
which pierced His sacred Head, made to carr}' His heavy Cross, 
and then crucified, that is, nailed by His Hands and Feet to the 
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Cross of wood. After He had bung for some hours on the 
Cross, He died on Mount Calvary between two thieves. He 
was taken down and buried by a good man, called Joseph of 
Arimathsea, in his own new tomb cut out of a rock in a garden. 
Our Blessed Lord suffered all this in order to save us from the 
punishment of hell. This was done on a Friday, and we call 
the day on which it was done Good Friday. 

THE FIFTH ARTICLE, 
" He descended into hell; the third day He rose again from the dead, " 

OUR Lord Jesus Christ^s Soul after He died went into 
hell, while His Body lay in the grave. He went to the 
place where the souls of people go when they die, and where 
they are kept till the Day of Judgment, and this is here called 
hell or Paradise. On the third day after our Lord's Death, His 
soul joined His Body again, and He raised Himself from the 
grave. This took place very early on Sunday Morning, and we 
call it Easter Day. 

THE SIXTH ARTICLE, 

" He ascended into Heaven^ and sitteth on the right hand of God 

the Fa ther Almighty,'' 




F 



ORTY days after our Lord Jesus Christ rose from the 
grave He went up into Heaven, in the sight of His 
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Apostles, from the Mount of Olives : and He now sits in Heaven 
at the Right Hand of God the Father, pleading for us. He 
went up into Heaven, too, to prepare a place for us there, and 
to send down the Holy Ghost to dwell in our hearts. 

THE SEVENTH ARTICLE, 
" From thence He shall come to judge the quick and the dead," 

OUR Lord Jesus Christ will come from Heaven at the 
end of the world, in great power and majesty, with His 
Angel Hosts, on the great Day of Judgment, to judge all men, 
both the quick, that is those who will be alive then, and the 
dead, who will rise from their graves to be judged. Our Lord 
will reward the good by taking them to Heaven, to be happy 
with Him there for ever, and He will punish the wicked by 
sending them to hell into fire that will never go out. Hell fire, 
our Lord tells us, was prepared for the devil and his angels, 
and this means that God did not intend it for us, but that if 
we go on sinning, and do not repent and strive hard to obey 
God, we must go there. 

THE EIGHTH ARTICLE. 
" / believe in the Holy Ghost" 

GOD the Holy Ghost is the Third Person of the Blessed 
Trinity. The First Person of the Blessed Trinity is 
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God the Father Almight}-, Maker of Heaven and earth ; the 
Second Person is Jesus Christ, His Only Son; the Third Per- 
son is God the Holy Ghost, Who proceeds, that is, comes 
forth from God the Father and God the Son. These Three 
Persons are Equal and are One God. God the Holy Ghost 
dwelt in many good people before our Lord came on earth, 
but ten days after our Lord's Ascension, on the day called 
WTiitsun Day, He came down upon the Church, to dwell with 
greater fulness in the hearts of each one of God's children, to be 
always with them, that they may serve and obey Him. 

THE NINTH ARTICLE. 
" The Holy Catholic Churchy the Communion of Saints.'" 

THE Church is called Holy because the Holy Ghost 
dwells in the Church, that is, in the hearts of all who try 
to obey Him, and because it is in some sense the Body of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. It is called Catholic because it is every- 
where, both on earth and above, and teaches the Catholic 
Faith to all nations. The Communion of Saints means the 
relationship of all members of the Church on earth who are 
good with each other and with the Saints and Angels. Those 
who have striven and are at rest love us and pray for us, and we 
must think of them with love, for we are all one family, and we 
shall be all together hereafter. 
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THE TENTH ARTICLE, 

** The Forgiveness of SinsT 

OUR Lord Jesus Christ, by dying for us upon the Cross, 
and shedding His precious Blood, gained for us the 
forgiveness of sins, and He gives it to us in His Church. 
When you were baptized you were washed pure and clean 
from the sin of your birth, and from every other sin, and now 
when you are sorry for any naughty thing that you have said 
or done, and confess it, and ask God to forgive you for Jesus 
Christ's sake, and try to do better. He does forgive you ; and 
He has left in His Church an especial means of doing so, 
which is called Absolution. 

THE ELEVENTH ARTICLE, 

" The Resurrection of the Body^^ 

\\J HEN we die, our bodies become dust, but God will raise 
V V them again, and will make them bodies again out of 
dust, and with our souls and bodies we shall stand before the 
Judgment-seat of Christ our Lord, Who was so tender and 
good to us during our life here. If during this life we have 
tried hard to obey Him, and to keep away from all that dis- 
pleases Him, and have asked Him with all our hearts to for- 
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give us what we have done wrong, He will take us in that day 
to be His Own for ever, and will make our bodies most beau- 
tiful, and will make them after the fashion of His Own Body, 
as He arose from the garden grave, most beautiful and glorious, 
on Easter Morning. 

THE TWELFTH ARTICLE. 
** And the Life Everlasting^ 

ALL men will live for ever and ever. The wicked will live 
away from God in hell, in misery and woe. Christ, 
our Lord and God, will take the good to Heaven, to be with 
Him always in joy and endless happiness. 
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THE Lord's Prayer is the prayer which our Lord Jesus 
Christ Himself made when He was on earth, and told 
His Disciples to say : and all good Christians ever since have 
said it. As soon as people are baptized, they may say it, for it 
is then that they become God's children, and can call Him 
Father. 

Our Father Which art in Heaven, 

CHRIST our Lord told us to say Father^ for it was 
through His most Holy Life on earth and most 
Precious Death that God the Father loved us as a Father, 
and He told us to say Our^ because He wished us to pray, not 
each one for himself, but for each other. And when we say. 
Which art in Heaven^ we call to mind our bright endless home 
in Heaveji where He is. 
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Hallmued be Thy Name, 

TT ALLOWED means "made holy." God's Name is 
made holy when His children who bear His Name live 
as His children ought to live, in reverence to Him, and in 
obedience, and gentleness, and love. And when you say, 
Hallowed be Thy Name, you pray God to help you, and all His 
other children, to keep His Name holy by being good. 

Thy KingdofH come, 

GOD is King of this earth and of all the people that are in 
it, for it is all His ; He made it and all people. But the 
Devil and his bad spirits are always trying to steal away a part 
of this kingdom from God by tempting people to be naughty. 
One day God's kingdom will be perfect over Heaven and 
earth, when the Devil and his bad Angels are cast into Hell, 
and the places which they once had in Heaven before they 
sinned are filled up with those whom Christ our Lord re- 
deemed. When we say 77iy Kingdom come, we ask that this 
day may soon come. And we ask that God's kingdom may 
come more and more in each one's heart by his trying harder 
to be good, and that bad people may become good. 

Thy will be done on earth as it is in Heaven, 

GOD'S will is done perfectly in Heaven: for no Angel has 
o \e thought different from what God our Father and 
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our Master wishes. Thy will be dom on earth as it is in Heaven, 
means, Give us that perfect obedience and loyalty to Thee our 
God that the Holy Angels have. 

Give us this day our daily bread. 

/^UR daily bread means, as the Catechism tells us, "all 
things that be needful both for our souls and bodies •" 
for our bodies, food and drink, and warmth and clothes, and 
safety from all dangers : for our souls, God's Holy Spirit to 
make us good, and help us to pray, and give us strength to 
fight against what is wrong ; and for body and soul, all those 
sweet precious gifts of love which God our Father lets us 
have from those who dearly love us. Give us this day our daily 
bread means, We ask Thee to give us all that Thou seest good 
for us for soul and body, and one day, when we are confirmed, 
to give us our Lord's Body and Blood in the Holy Commu- 
nion, which is the Bread of our souls. 

And forgive us our trespasses, as we forgive them that trespass 

agaiftst us. 

/^ UR trespasses are the wrong things that we do. Those that 

trespass against us are people who sometimes do what we 

think is unkind. God our Father, Who knows all about us 

His children, knows that it is hard to forgive at once people 
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who do what is unkind to us. But He says to us : I forgive 
you all the naughty things that you have done, when you ask 
Me to forgive them, because I love you so dearly : and you 
must forgive anybody whom you think has been unkind, be- 
cause you will please Me by doing so. Forgive us our tres- 
passes^ as ive forgive them that trespass against us^ means, O 
God, we try to forgive everybody who has vexed us, because 
Thou didst tell us to forgive ; do Thou too forgive us. 

And lead us not into temptation, but deliver us from evil. 

GOD lets temptation come to all His children, because it 
is by being brave and fighting against temptation that 
His children are made fit one day to see Him and be with 
Him. But sometimes when God sees that people are careless, 
and think that they can be good without any trouble. He lets 
them fall into some temptation which they do not expect, to call 
them back to Him, and to teach them that only in looking to 
Him, and trusting in Him with all their hearts, will they be safe. 
Lead us not into temptation^ means. Hold us by the hand, do 
not let us go from Thee and fall into temptation and sin, but 
keep us by Thee. Deliver us from evil means. Keep us from 
everything that may hurt our soul or harm our body, " and from 
our ghostly enemy," the enemy of our souls or spirits, " and 
from everlasting death '* in hell. 
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For Thine is the kingdom , the power ^ and the glory ^ for ever a fid 

ever. Amen, 

POR Thine is the kingdom, the power and the glory, means, 
Thou art King over us and over all, and Thou art 
Almighty, and Thou hast glory above all glory that is created. 
And in saying these words we begin here on earth that praise 
of God which the holy Angels always do in Heaven, and 
which we by His mercy and love shall one day do also. For 
ever and ever, means. When all earthly kingdoms and glory and 
power is over. Thine will ever be, and for ever and ever. 
Amen, so be it. 
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THE Ten Commandments tell us what our duty towards 
God is, and what our duty towards our neighbour is. 
The first four Commandments, which are sometimes called the 
First Table, teach us our duty towards God. The last six 
Commandments, which are sometimes called the Second Table, 
teach us our duty towards our neighbour. The Ten Command- 
ments are in the Bible in the Book of Exodus.

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THE SECOND COMMANDMENT. 

Thou shalt not make to thyself any graven linage^ nor the iikejiess 
of any thing that is in Heaven above, or in the earth beneath, 
or in the water under the earth. Thou shalt not bow down 
to them, nor worship them : for I the Lord thy God am a 
Jealous God, and visit the sins of the fathers up07i the chil- 
dren, unto the third and fourth generation of them that hate 
Me, and shew mercy unto thousands in them that love Me, 
and keep My Commandments. 

THIS Commandment tells us to be careful and watchful 
not to let those things which the Great God in His 
love gives us to enjoy and to love become idols, by loving 
them too much, and caring for them too much, and becoming 
careless in our duty to Him Who gave them to us. And we 
must pray Him not to let us make idols of His gifts to us. 

THE THIRD COMMANDMENT 

Thou shalt not take the Name of the Lord thy God in vai?i; for 
the Lord will not hold hifn guiltless that taktth His Naine 
in vai7i. 

THIS Commandment tells us not to use the Name of God 
or other sacred words lightly or without thought. One 
great duty contained in this Commandment is to keep your 
thoughts as carefully as ever you can in saying your prayers. 
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THE FOURTH COMMANDMENT, 

Remember that thou keep holy the Sabbath-Day, Six days shalt 
thou labour and do all that thou hast to do; but the seventh 
day is the Sabbath of the Lord thy God, In it then shalt 
do no manner of work^ thou, and thy son, and thy daughter, 
thy man-servant, and thy maid-servant, thy cattle, and the 
stranger that is within thy gates. For in six days the Lord 
made Heaven and earth, the sea, and all that in f hem is, and 
rested the seventh day : 7vherefore t/ie Lord blessed the seventh 
day and hallowed it. 

THIS Commandment tells us to spend Sunday differently 
from other days. We may rejoice because God our 
Father, Who so loves us, made it to be a happy day and 
wishes us to rejoice on it. It also includes all Holy Days 
which the Church appoints for us to keep. We ought to be 
very happy on those days because of the things which the 
Church brings to our minds. 

THE FIFTH COMMANDMENT, 

Honour thy father and thy mother ; thatUhy days may be long in 
the land which the Lord thy God ^veth thee, 

THIS Commandment tells us that we must obey our 
Parents with all reverence, duty, and love, because God 
has given us no greater way of pleasing Him than by doing this. 
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THE SIXTH COMMANDMENT 
Thou shalt do no murder. - 

THIS Commandment tells us to keep from all quarrelling 
and unkindness, and most of all, from all unwillingness 
to forgive if we have been vexed. Those who are ready to 
forgive Christ our Lord loves. 

THE SEVENTH COMMANDMENT 

Thou shalt not commit adultery. 

THIS Commandment tells us not to be greedy about eating 
and drinking, and not to care too much about nice 
things and about being comfortable ; and to try always to be 
" pure in heart," and not to do or say anything we should be 
ashamed of. 

THE EIGHTH COMMANDMENT 
Thou shalt not steal, 

THIS Commandment tells us never to take any the least 
thing that does not belong to us, and to be careful of 
things lent to us or given to us to take care of. 
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THE NINTH COMMANDMENT 

Thou shalt not bear false witness against thy neighbour. 

THIS Commandment tells us never to say or do the least 
thing that is not quite true, and most particularly not to 
say anything that is not true about another person. 

THE TENTH COMMANDMENT 

Thou shalt not coi^d thy neighbour's house^ thou shalt not covet thy 
neighbour's wife, nor his servant^ nor his maid, nor his ox, 
nor his ass, nor any thing that is his, 

THIS Commandment tells us never to wish for an)rthing 
that is not ours. You are God's child, and He loves to 
give you all that is good and fit for you, and you must not wish 
for what He does not give you.

Q. Arc these three gods ? 
A, No ; three Persons, but One God. 
Q, Who are you ? 
A, I am a child, with a body and a soul. 
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Q, Are you able to take care of yourself? 

A, No ; I want somebody to take care of me every moment. 

Q. Who is it that takes care of you by night and by day ? 

A, The Great God Who made me.

A, Our Lord Jesus Christ did all this, because He loved 
us, that He might teach us how to become very good, and that 
He might give us power to become very good.

Q. What else ? 

A. He was scourged, crowned with thorns, and carried His 
heavy Cross. 

Q. What else? 

A. He was mocked, spit upon and reviled, and heard many 
naughty and many cruel and bitter words. 

Q, What else ? 

A, His Hands and His Feet were nailed to the Cross, and

Q. On what day did He suffer? 

A, On Good Friday.

ON GOD THE SON, HIS DESCENT INTO HELL, 

AND RISING AGAIN 

Q, When our Lord Jesus Christ died, what was done to 
His Body ? 

A, It was buried in a garden near, in Joseph of Arimathaea's 
new grave. 

Q, Where did His Soul go ? 

A, To Hell or Paradise, the place of departed spirits. 

Q. When did this take place ? 

A. On Good Friday Evening, a little before sunset. 

Q. How long did the Body of our Lord remain in the grave ? 

A. Only till Sunday morning. 

Q, What did He do then ? 

A. He rose again from the dead. 

Q, What does this mean ? 

A, It means that our Lord's Soul came back into His Body 
again, and His Body came forth from the grave. 

Q, How did His Body rise ? 
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A, There was a heavy stone which closed the grave, and our 
Lord's Body rose through the stone without moving it. 

(2. When did He rise ? 

A, On Easter Day, in the very early morning before dawn. 

Q, What did He do then ? 

A, He remained fort>' days on earth, appearing to His dis- 
ciples, and speaking to them about the Church, and then went 
up to Heaven in His Body. 

Q, On what day did He go up ? 

A. On Ascension Day. 

Q, What does our Lord Jesus Christ's Rising remind us of? 

A, That one day we too shall rise with beautiful bodies ; for 
** when He shall appear we shall be hke Him." 

VI. 

ON GOD THE SON, OUR KEEPER AND OUR 

JUDGE, 

Q, Where is Christ our Lord now ? 

A. He sits at the Right Hand of God the Father. 

Q. What does He do there ? 

A. He pleads for us, and He watches over us. 

Q, What does Jesus Christ sometimes call Himself? 

A. The Good Shepherd. 

Q. Who are His sheep ? 

A. All those who know His voice and follow Him. 
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Q. And who are His lambs ? 

A. We little children are Christ's lambs. 

Q. Where does Christ keep His sheep and lambs ? 

A, In His fold, the Church. 

Q, When were you brought into His fold ? 

A. At my baptism, when God made me His child. 

Q, Does Jesus Christ love His sheep ? 

A, He loves them, and watches over them, and takes great 
care of ihem. 

Q, And does He love His little lambs ? 

A. The Bible says that " He shall gather the lambs with 
His arm, and carry them in His bosom." 

Q, Are you glad to belong to this Good Shepherd ? 

A, Yes ; I am. 

Q, Will you ever leave this Good Shepherd ? 

A, I hope 1 never shall leave His safe fold. 

Q, Are little lambs rough and quarrelsome ? 

A, No : they are very gentle ; and the lambs of Jesus 
Christ must be gentle too. 

Q, Will our Lord Jesus Christ always sit at the Right 
Hand of God ? 

A, No ; He will come again. 

Q, When will He come again ? 

A, At the Day of Judgment. 

Q, What will He come to do ? 
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A, To judge the world. 

Q, What will He judge? 

A, All we do, and say, and think. 

Q, How will He come ? 

A. With power and great glory. 

Q, What will He say to the bad people ? * 

A. Go, ye cursed, into everlasting fire. 

Q, And then what will happen to them ? 

A, They will be cast into Hell, body and soul. 

Q, How long will they remain there ? 

A, They will remain there for ever and ever, in pain which 
nothing will ever make better, and no one will ever be able to 
pity them. 

Q, Who will be their companions ? 

A, The Devil and his bad angels. 

(2. Who is the Devil ? 

A, He was once a good angel in Heaven, but he sinned, and 
now is the chief of the evil spirits. 

Q, What will Jesus Christ say to the good people ? 

A, Come, ye blessed of my Father. 

Q, Where will they go then ? 

A, They will go to Heaven with Jesus Christ. 

Q, Will they be there always ? 

A, Yes; always. 

Q, What will be their happiness there ? 
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A. To see and know God, and His most deep and most 
tender Love for them, and to love Him and thank Him in 
return. 

Q, Will they be quite happy ? 

A, Yes.

ON GOD THE HOL V GHOST, 

Q, Who sanctifies you ? 
A, God the Holy Ghost. 
Q. What do you mean by sanctifying you ? 
A, He makes me good and holy. 
Q, How does He do so ? 
A, By dwelling in me. 

Q, From Whom does the Holy Ghost proceed or come forth ? 
A. From the Father and the Son. 

Q, Is God the Holy Ghost equal to the Father and the 
Son? 

A. Yes ; He is One God and Lord with them. 
Q, When did He come to dwell in men ? 
A, On Whitsun Day. 
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Q, Where does He dwell ? 

A, In the Holy Catholic Church. 

Q. In what people then does He dwell? 

A, In those who belong to the Holy Catholic Church. 

Q. Are you always good ? 

A. No, I am sometimes naughty. 

Q, How do you shew your naughtiness ? 

A. I am not always obedient, and sometimes I am unkind 
and fretful and cross. 

Q. And do you try to please God as much as you ought ? 

A. No, I do not ; and I am not enough afraid of displeasing 
Him. 

Q, Do you wish to be good ? 

^. I do wish to be good. 

Q, And are you able to be always good ? 

A. No ; I cannot of myself do anything good. 

Q. Who is it that helps you to be good ? 

A. It is the Great God alone Who can make me good. 

Q, How does God make you good ? 

A. By the grace of His Holy Spirit, God the Holy Ghost, 
Which He gave me at my Baptism. 

Q, And will the Blessed Spirit stay with you always ? 

A, Yes, He will, if I pray to Him and try and use the help 
which He gives me. 

Q, And will that make you a better child ? 
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A, Yes ; God's Holy Spirit will help me to conquer dis- 
obedience and all naughtiness, and to be obedient, genfle, con- 
tented, and loving, and kind. 

VIII. 
ON THE CHURCH, 

Q, What is the Catholic Church ? 

A, The mystical Body of Christ. 

Q, Who belong to it ? 

A, All Christians under their One Head. 

Q. Who is that Head ? 

A. Jesus Christ our Lord. 

Q, What is the Church called ? 

A. It is called, and is, One, Holy, Catholic, and Apostolic. 

Q, What is the meaning of Catholic ? 

A. That the Church is everywhere, in all ages, and teaches 
the Faith to all nations. 

Q, What is the meaning of Apostolic ? 

A, Founded on the Apostles and on their teaching. 

Q, Why is the Church called Holy ? 

A, Because its Head is Jesus Christ our Lord, and because 
He gives of His holiness to His children who live in Him. 

Q. What is a Saint ? 

A, A true member of the Church either on earth or in Heaven. 

I 
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Q, 1^ the word Saint ever used with a special meaning ? 

A, Yes, it is often used to. mean those who are in special 
honour among the faithful departed. 

Q, What is Communion ? 

A, Union or the being together in onfe. 

Q, What then is the Communion of Saints ? 

A, It is the union or oneness that there is between all good 
and holy Christians yet living on earth and those in Paradise, 
and also the good and holy Angels. 

Q, What does this oneness teach us ? 

A, That we ought to love those who are in Paradise as well 
as those who are yet on earth, praying and hoping that one day 
we may love and praise God together in Heaven. 

Q, How is the Church of Christ divided ? 

A, Into the Church Triumphant and the Church Militant. 

Q, What does the Church Triumphant mean ? 

A, All those faithful ones who have fought the good 
fight and died at peace with God, and are now at rest for 
ever. 

Q. Where then is the Church Triumphant ? 

A. In Paradise. 

Q. Are there any among the departed who are in special 
honour, and nearer to God than others ? 

A, Yes. The Blessed Virgin Mary, because she is God the 
Son's, our Lord Jesus Christ's, Own Mother, and the Apostles, 
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and the Martyrs, and such as they were, are raised to greater 
honour than others. 

Q, What does the Church Militant mean ? 

A, All Christians on earth who are trying to fight against 
what is wrong and sinful and to please and obey God. 

Q, Where then is the Church Militant ? 

A, On earth. 

Q, Into what is the Church Militant divided ? 

A, Into clergy and laity. 

Q, Who are the Laity ? 

A. All baptized Christians who abide in the unity of the 
Church. 

Q. Who are the Clergy ? 

A, Those whom Jesus Christ has specially called out from 
the number of the Laity, and separated to be His ministers. 

Q, Into what are the Clergy divided ? 

A, Into Bishops, Priests, and Deacons. 



IX. 

ON SIK 

Q, What is sin ? 

A. Doing what displeases God. 

Q, How many kinds of sin are there ? 

A, Two. 
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Q, What are they called ? 

A. Original and actual. 

Q, What is original sin ? 

A, The sin of Adam in which we were all bom. 

Q, Does it make us displeasing before God ? 

A, Yes. 

Q. How are we cleansed from it ? 

A, In Baptism it is all forgiven and cleansed, and God makes 
us His Own children. 

Q, What is actual sin ? 

A, Every wrong thing that we do. 

Q. What are the wages of sin ? 

A, Death and Hell are the chief punishments of sin, but 
there are many ways in which God punishes sin in this world. 

Q. How are sins forgiven ? 

A, Holy Baptism washes away every sin done before it as 
completely as though the sin had not been done. 

Q. How are sins after Baptism forgiven ? 

A. God forgives all His children who are penitent. 

Q. What is being penitent ? 

A, It is being very sorry that we have been naughty, and 
have displeased and grieved God, Who is so tender and so loving 
to us, and confessing our fault ; and asking Him to forgive us ; 
and resolving to try, and trying, very hard not to be again naughty. 

Q. For Whose sake does God forgive us ? 
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A, For the sake of Jesus Christ our Lord. 

Q, Is there any special means for washing away sin after 
Baptism ? 

A, Yes; Confession and Absolution. 

Q. What is Absolution ? 

A. It is Jesus Christ forgiving my sins, if I am very sorry 
for them and confess them, and intend to be good. 

Q, How does He do it ? 

A, Through the ministry of His Priests. 

X. 

ON SA CRAMENTS. 

Q, What is a Sacrament ? 

A. It is a sign that we can see of a grace we cannot see, 
which God gives to our souls. 

Q, How many Sacraments are there necessary for all men ? 

A. Two. 

Q. What are they ? 

A. The Sacrament of Baptism and the Sacrament of the 
Body and Blood of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Q. In Baptism what is the sign that we can see ? 

A, The water; and the words " In the Name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost," which we can hear. 
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Q. \Vhat is the inward grace we cannot see which God thus 
gives to our souls ? 

A, It is that God makes us His Own children, and gives us 
power to live faithfully. 

Q. In the other necessary Sacrament, the Sacrament of the 
Body and Blood of our Lord Jesus Christ, what is the sign 
that we can see ? 

A, The Bread and Wine consecrated by the Priest. 

Q, What is the inward grace we cannot see ? 

A. The Body and Blood of our Blessed Lord Jesus Christ. 

Q. Are the Body and Blood of our Lord really present under 
the forms of the Bread and Wine ? 

A. Yes ; they are really and truly present, though we cannot 
^see them with our eyes. 

Q. Are tliere other Sacraments ? 

A, Yes, there are five others which are ordained for certain 
persons and certain states of life. 

Q, What are they ? 

A, Confirmation, Penitence, Holy Orders, Holy Matrimon) 
and Visitation or Unction of the Sick. 

Q, Is there any one of these five which is necessary for • 
baptized children before receiving the Holy Communion ? 

A. Yes, Confirmation is necessary. 

Q, What is Confirmation ? 

A, A Sacrament by which the Holy Spirit is given thn 



A Catechism 135 



a Bishop to perfect the baptized if they live to years of dis- 
cretion. 

Q, Who gave us the Sacraments? 

A, Our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Q, Why did He give them ? 

A, That He might give us through them h'fe and grace. 

Q, What is grace ? 

A, God's loving help, which He ever supplies to His chil- 
dren, and which is the life of their souls, as the sap is of the tree. 

Q, Can we do anything good without grace ? 

A, No, we cannot. 

Q. How may we obtain grace ? 

A, By prayer and the holy Sacraments. 

Q, What is prayer ? 

A. It is asking God for anything for Jesus Christ's sake. 

Q, How do prayer and the Sacraments obtain us grace ? 

A, Because of the preciousness of the Sufferings and Death 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, for the sake of which it is given. 

XI. 

ON BAPTISM. 

Q. With what were you baptized ? 
A. With water. 
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Q, In Whose Name were you baptized ? 

A. \xi the Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost. 

Q, What did God give you by Baptism ? 

A. He made me His Own child. 

Q, What do you owe to God because of your Baptism ? 

A, I owe to God all love, and duty, and obedience, like a 
child to his father. 

Q, By whom did you promise this love, duty, and obedience ? 

A, By my Godfathers and Godmothers. 

Q, In what words did you promise it ? 

A, I promised to renounce the Devil and all his works. 

Q, What are his works ? 

A, Everything that I might do that displeases GoD. 

Q, What floes renounce mean ? 

A, To refuse to listen to him as I would to an enemy. 

Q, Why must you refuse the DeviFs works as you would an 
enemy ? 

A, Because the Devil is God's enemy ; and because I am 
GoD*s child, God's enemies are mrne. 

Q, What else did you promise ? 

A» To believe all the Articles of the Christian Faith. 

Q, Where do we find the Articles of the Christian Faith ? 

A, In the Creeds. 

Q, What else did you promise ? 
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A, To keep God*s holy will and commandments all the days 
of my life. 

XIT. 

ON CONFIRMATION, 

Q, What happened when you were baptized ? 

A, God made me His child. 

Q. And will you always remain God's child ? 

A, God will keep me always His child if I always ask Him, 
and try hard to obey Him, and not to displease Him. 

Q, What other very great gifts has God in store for His 
children while yet on earth ? 

A, Confirmation and the Sacrament of the most Holy Body 
and Blood of our Lord and God Jesus Christ. 

Q, What is Confirmation ? 

A. It is a Sacrament. 

Q. What is it we can see in Confirmation ? 

A. The Bishop laying his hands on the head of the person 
confirmed with prayer. 

Q. What is given which we cannot see ? 

A. His Holy Spirit to be with me always in the sevenfold 
fulness of His Gifts, to make me stronger and stronger. 

Q, Who ministers Confirmation ? 

A, The Bishop.

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Q. How does he do so ? 

A. By putting his hands on the head of the person to be 
confirmed. 

Q, Is it enough to receive God's Holy Spirit to make you 
strong and good ? 

A. No. I must myself fight bravely, and use the grace which 
GoD*s Holy Spirit gives me : for His grace does me no good 
unless I use it. 

Q. What do you do in Confirmation besides receiving God's 
grace with all your heart lowlily and reverently ? 

A, I have to receive God's Precious Gift to me i^vdth great 
thankfulness, and with a strong earnest purpose and fixed 
resolve to obey Him very heartily Who is so good to me. 

Q, What other blessing does God give to those who are con- 
firmed ? 

A, He prepares them to receive the Blessed Sacrament of 
the most Holy Body and Blood of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Q, What then is your promise ? 

A, To renounce, to believe, to obey. 

Q, What did God make you at Baptism ? 

A. A member of Christ. 

Q, What is a member ? 

A, A part, as an arm, or a hand, or a finger, is part of a body. 

Q, What else did He make you ? 

A. His child. 
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Q, And what else ? 

A, An inheritor of the Kingdom of Heaven. 
Q. What does that mean ? 

A, That God so promises Heaven to me, that one day it will 
be mine, if I do not lose it by disobeying and displeasing Him. 



XIII. 
ON THE HOL Y COMMUNION, 

Q. What is the other Sacrament which is necessary for all men? 

A. The Sacrament of the Body and Blood of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

Q. What is this Sacrament ? 

A. It is the great Sacrifice of the Church, offered in union 
with the Sacrifice of God the Son upon the Cross, which was 
offered to atone for our sins. 

Q, What is to atone for sin ? 

A. God the Son did this by becoming Man and offering His 
precious Life and His precious Blood upon the Cross to do 
away with everything that separated man from God, and to 
reconcile him to God. 

Q, What is the outward part in this great Sacrifice and 
Sacrament which we can see and partake of? 

A, Bread and Wine. 
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Q, \Vhat is the inward part which we cannot see ? 

A, The Body and Blood of Christ. 

Q. What do the Body and Blood of Christ do for us ? 

A. Christ by His Body and Blood feeds our souls, to make 
them grow, to make them holy, and He comes to live and 
dwell in the souls of those who reverently receive His Body 
and Blood, and gives them more and more of His Life. 

XIV. 

ON DEA TH AND HE A VEN 

Q, Shall you live always ? 

A, No, one day I shall die. 

Q, Where are people put when they die ? 

A, Their bodies are put into the ground. 

Q, And what happens to them there ? 

A, After a time they become dust. 

Q. Will they always remain dust ? 

A, No ; for one day God will make them bodies again. 

Q. And where are the souls of those bodies ? 

A, Christ keeps the souls of His children safe in Paradise, 
in rest and love. 

Q, Must we be afraid to die ? 

A, No, we must try not to be afraid. 

Q. Why not ? 
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A, We must believe that God, Who made us His little 
children, will keep us safe in life and death, if we will try to 
please Him ; and we must ask Him to help us to do so. 

Q. When our bodies rise again, what will happen to us ? 

A, We shall be judged for what we did here. 

Q, What comes after the Judgment? 

A, After the Judgment, Jesus takes all who have tried to 
obey and please Him here, with their bodies which are new and 
beautiful, to Heaven to be with Him always there. 

Q. Who shall we see there ? 

A, We shall see there, in some most wonderful mysterious 
vision, God the Father, Whose children we now are ; God 
the Son, our Lord Jesus Christ, Who died for us ; God the 
Holy Ghost, Who has in so much mercy dwelt in our hearts. 

Q, Who besides shall we see there ? 

A, We shall see there all the holy Angels, all good people 
who ever were, and all who have loved us here on earth, and we 
shall never, never part. 

Q. Must we not think of this ? 

A, Yes, we must often think of that bright Home which 
God means for us.

WHEN you were a little baby, God took you and made 
you His Own little child by Baptism. He has loved 
you and watched over you ever since. He gave you His 
Holy Spirit when He made you His child. He gave you His 
Holy Spirit to make you a holy child, and day by day He 
gives Him to you still, as you pray for His Grace. 

But God wishes all His children to be confirmed, and when 
they are confirmed He gives them a larger measure of His 
Holy Spirit than He ever did before. 

But we need always to prepare for any special gift of God to 
us, because, when we have tried to be what God would have us 
be. He is able to give to us more largely, and we can please 
Him by a reverent preparation for His merciful gifts. 

The best preparation for Confirmation is to strive most ear- 
nestly to be good and to please God. For to those who try to 
use the grace which He gives them He will give His greater 
gifts more plentifully, and will lead them on and on to love 
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Him more and more, and will give them many ways of serving 
Him. 

The Catechism says that two things are required of persons 
to be baptized, repentance and faith. These two belong to us 
all our lives. From our Baptism to our last breath on earth 
we must hold them fast. And when God is going to give us 
any larger gifts than usual, then we need them more, that our 
souls may be able to receive all the good which God our Ten- 
der Father wishes to give us. You will remember the answer 
in the Catechism to the question, " What is required of those 
who come to the Lord's Supper ? " " To examine themselves 
whether they repent them truly of their former sins, stedfastly 
purposing to lead a new life, have a lively faith in God's mercy 
through Christ, with a thankful remembrance of His Death, 
and be in charity with all men." 

The first thing mentioned in this answer is repentance^ whether 
they repent them truly of their former sins, with strong purpose 
and will to do better, the second, faith^ have a lively faith in 
God's mercy through Christ : these are the same repentance 
and faith which belong to Holy Baptism. The other two 
things mentioned are thankfulness for our Lord's Dread Passion, 
which is a special duty of those who go to the Holy Commun- 
ion, and the being in perfect charity with all men, that is, not 
keeping in your heart any vexing thoughts of your brothers and 
sisters, or others who have vexed you, but forgiving them every 
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thing that you do not like, that you may please Christ our 
Lord by doing so. 

Repe7itance then and faith are very great preparations for 
God's good gifts to you, which He loves to give, if He can but 
see you longing for them. Repentance is, to be sorry for doing 
wrong, to own it, and to leave off doing it. To be sorry for 
doing wrong, because you wish to love God, and to confess to 
Him that you have done what grieves Him, and to ask Him 
to forgive and help you, is one part of repentance. The other 
is to leave off wrong things, to strive each day by God*s help 
to conquer any fault that you know of, or that you have been 
told of. These are very, very great helps to Confirmation, or 
to any other gift that the Good God may have in store for His 
little child. 

Faith is the firm, loving, longing belief that God has made 
you His child, that He gave His Son our Lord Jesus Christ 
to die for us, because He loved us, that He" loves you very 
much, and wishes you to love Him. And if you believe all 
this so heartily that you too wish to love and obey Him, and 
do what He would have you do, and are trying to keep from 
what displeases Him, this is Faith.
